VTHEAT VALUES AT PORTLAND
AND SAN FRANCISCO.

The Hillsboro Independent eays:
The difference In the price of wheat

In Portland and San Francisco by
Wednesday's qurtatlons was J14.W per
ton. No wonder the O. R. & N. can
afford to ship Oregon wheat to 'Frisco
for export. Something la wrong with
the Portland market. The highest
wheat quotation for Portland In the
report of Wednesday morning was 62

cents per bushel. In San Francisco
for the same date It was 7.35 cents.
or 5.S5 cents higher than In Portland.
Now, why? Portland Is an export city
and had the distinction last year of
sending abroad more wheat than all
other Pacific erst ports combined. It
looks to us on the outside as though
the Astoria contention is true, that It
costs 5.35 cents to take wheat down
the Columbia, Little ships seem not
to be economical. If It takes big ships
to cheaply carry wheat let them stop
at Astoria If they cannot get to Port-
land. If ships must be towed then tow
them from San Francisco. It is cheap-
er to tow a 3,00 tonner to Astoria than
It Is to take that amount of wheat to
California. How much will It cost to
tow a ship from San Francisco to As
toria? About J1300 or 50 cents per ton.
It costs j:.5 per ton to take the wheat
to the ship. But you say It Is not
necessary to tow the ship. So much
the better. There Is something radi-
cally wrong with the Oregon exporting
problem. Oregon has a deeper and bet
ter narbor than San Francisco, has

four roads to one, for
that city, Is from four to six days near-
er the markets of the world than Puget
sound. Tet we get less for our wheat
